Against 
The Dance 


We were sad to see in Dallas 
newspapers a few days ago an 
account of a dance given by the 
faculty and alumni of Baylor Uni- 
versity Medical College in Dallas 
at Hotel Adolphus to the gradu- 
ating class of doctors. The clip- 
ping is not at hand just now or 
we would quote it as we intended. 
The Sword of the Lord cannot 
vouch for the accuracy of the 
newspaper report. But since simi- 
lar reports appeared in several of 
the newspapers, and a picture was 
published of the young women 
present who were getting the M. 
D. degree, we suppose the accounts 
were approximately correct. 


I protest against a dance any- 
where. A Baptist dance is as bad 
as any other kind. The modern 
dance is wrong, wickedly wrong 
and hurtful. If you want to know 
what is wrong with it, in the plain- 
est language possible and with 
many Scriptures, send twenty-five 
cents for the beautifully-bound 
booklet, “The Dance, Child of the 
Brothel, Sister of Gambling, Di- 
vorce, Drunkenness and Murder, A 
Mother of Lust and a Road to 
Hell,” by John R. Rice. 


We do not suppose that that 
dance was officially given by the 
Baptist school represented. But 
no Baptist school ought to have a 
faculty who would give a dance for 
seniors. And any Baptist school 
ought to set such standards of con- 
duct and Christian living in the 
lives of the students that the alum- 
ni would not be guilty of giving a 
dance. The teaching, example and 
spiritual power should produce a 
kind of Christian that no senior 
class would, as a body, accept in- 
vitations to a dance. It is as sin- 
ful for doctors and nurses to dance 
as for anybody else. It is as hurt- 
ful or more hurtful for Christian 
doctors and nurses to dance as for 
those who are not Christians.

“Bearing His Cross”

“AND HE BEARING HIS CROSS WENT FORTH INTO A PLACE CALLED THE PLACE OF A

(Sermon preached in Dallas Bi- 
ble School June 15, 1938, broadcast 
on KRLD). 


It seems sometimes that we have 
become so accustomed to seeing 
forms and emblems of the cross, 
used in so many different ways and 
for such varied purposes, that it is 
a serious question as to whether 
or not we have largely lost its 
real meaning. We see it displayed 
in various forms, from steeples of 
our churches and spires of ca- 
thedrals and brilliantly illuminated 
from our gospel halls and taber- 
nacles. We see its familiar outline 
in stained-glass windows and fancy 
wall mottoes. We see its form 
chiseled in monuments and granite 
shafts in our cemeteries and even 
made into cheap trinkets and worn 
as jewelry and “good luck” charms. 
We see it pictured upon the world’s 
finest canvases and used for adver- 
tising slogans, for money-raising 
campaigns, for humanitarian in- 
stitutions. Crosses! crosses! crosses 
everywhere, in all kinds of shapes 
and sizes, used for so many kinds 
of purposes! What do they all 
mean? What does that cross rep- 
resent anyway? Has it become so 


familiar to us, so popularized, that 
we fail to recognize its real mean- 
ing ? 
Even when we come within the 
realm of our so-called church and 
religious life it seems that we have 
heard so many references to “the 
cross” and sung sO Many songs 
about “the cross,” that the very 
expressions “the cross of Christ” 
has become so ordinary and com- 
monplace as to have lost much of 
its real significance. 

How many there are who will 
sing: 

In the cross of Christ I glory, 

Towering o’er the wrecks of 


time. 
All the light of sacred story, 
Gathers round its head sub- 
lime. 
— but who are not at all familiar 
with what it means to glory in 
the “cross of Christ’ or of what 
is involved in that “sacred story.” 
They tell us that the most popu- 
lar sacred song today, the one re- 
ceiving the greatest number of re- 
quests “over the air,” is The Old 
Rugged Cross. 
“On a hill far away stood an 
old rugged cross, 
The emblem of suffering and 


shame... .” 

But I wonder how many of the 
multitudes requesting that song 
ever associated with those words 
and music the great facts ex- 
pressed in those words, the great 
truths revealed Ay that old rug- 
ged cross, 


“Where the dear Lamb of God 
For a world of lost sinners was 
slain.” 
And that cross is not only an em- 
blem of suffering and shame but 
also an emblem of victory and 
glory, proclaiming an accomplished 
redemption. 

I’m afraid this same lack of 
serious consideration prevails 
among many who profess to read 
and love the Word of God; reading 
old familiar statements, accepting 
them as authoritative record, yes, 
but failing to recognize the sig- 
nificance of much deeper truths in- 
volved. For instance, let us refer 
to a very familiar passage that we 
wish to use for our consideration 
in these few minutes as recorded 
in John 19:17, “And he bearing 
his cross went forth ...” How 
many of us, when we read those 
words, are inclined to confine our

interpretation, the whole - souled 
abandon with which our brother 
preached and wept, pleaded for sin- 
ners, and exalted Christ made me 
long to be a better man, a better 
preacher of the gospel and made 
me resolve to sacrifice more and 
give myself more wholly to the 
work of Christ. 


Let, us join in with our brethren 
wherever we can, conscientiously 
in the holy business of winning 
souls to Christ. Last summer it 
was the privilege of this editor to 
hold a revival in a convention Bap- 
tist church as part of the evange- 
listic campaign among Texas Bap- 
tists. God gave us a gracious re- 
vival at Hallettsville, Texas. In 
November, God willing, I expect 
to go to Kansas: City to the Tab- 
ernacle Baptist Church at the in- 
vitation of our dear Brother Jau- 
don, the pastor, as a part of the 
simultaneous revival campaign led 
by the Home Board evangelist, 
Roland Q. Leavell. Yesterday came 
a letter from a Texas Baptist 
church that codperates with the 
Convention, asking me to come 
for a revival. 


While I may not be able to ac- 
cept this invitation, certainly there 
is no reason why fundamentally- 
sound Christians outside the Texas 
Baptist Convention ranks should 
not codperate in soul winning and 
in many other ways with funda- 
mentally-sound preachers and 
churches within the Texas Baptist 
Convention or the Southern Baptist 
Convention.

thinking to the mere historic facts 
of that incident—-that there was 
such a man called Jesus of Naza- 
reth who was actually led forth 
outside those city walls toward 
yonder hill carrying a cross and 
crucified there! But is that all that 
there is to that record? Is the 
historic its only value? And a mul- 
titude of questions begin to flood 
our thinking. 

“ Who was that man? 

What evil had He done? 

What crime was He guilty of? 

Why should He carry that cross? 
That wasn’t His desert. It wasn’t 
His. He didn’t deserve it. 

What did that cross represent, 
that emblem of shame? 

These are questions involving 
vastly more than the historic rec- 
ord, questions we must answer be- 
fore the historic record will be of 
any real value to us. For the 
“bearing of that cross’ began long 
before there was any “man” or 
“eross” or “city” or “hill” there. 
May the Spirit of God help us to 
understand and appreciate some- 
thing of the meaning of that verse. 

The “bearing of that cross’’ that 
He carried toward Calvary began 
long before A. D. 33. The bar of 
that cross was laid heavily across 
the heart of the Son of God long 
before it was ever laid across His 
shoulders. Before the world was, 
in eternal ages past, when the sin 
burden of the world loomed up in 
its mountainous condemnation, 
God, in His great eternal councils, 
before the world was, before there 
was an earth, or a human race, 
thought out and thought through a 
complete and perfect plan of re- 
demption whereby a whole race 
that was ruined by sin and under 
sentence of eternal death could be 
saved from sin, redeemed from 
death, sin penalty fully paid, and 
yet at the same time death sen- 
tence executed and God’s holy law 
satisfied. 

“But how could that be made 
possible?” you ask. 

How? By finding someone who 
was without sin, someone on whom 
the law of death had no claim, 
someone who would be willing to 
move into human history, take up- 
on himself the guilt of sinful man 
and pay the penalty of that con- 
demnation, to die as the sinner’s 
substitute, to die the just for the 
unjust. 


The only possible way is either 
guilty man must die or someone 
must die for guilty man. Where 
could such a one be found? Who 
could possibly qualify for such a 
task? No one, nowhere. That is, 
no one but God Himself. 

Then it was and there it was 
that the matchless Son of God 
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took up that cross and began bear- 
ing that burden to carry it on 
down through the years all the 
way to Calvary. For we read that 
“Ye were not redeemed with cor- 
ruptible things, as silver and gold, 
from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fa- 
thers: but with the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without 
blemish and without spot: who 
verily was foreordained before the 
foundation of the world” (I Pet. 
1:18-20). “Who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery — 
a thing to be grasped after— to 
be equal with God: but made him- 
self of no reputation, and took 
upon him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of 
men.” 

Out of those ivory palaces, 

Into this world of woe; 

Only His great eternal love, 

Ever made my Saviour go. 

And He went forth “bearing his 
cross” as He left the gloryland. 
He was already “bearing his cross”’ 
when He condescended to come 
down to this old sin-cursed earth 
to be born in a stable and cradled 
in a@ manger. And every moment 
of His earthly life that cross was 
ever before Him. Every detail of 
His experience was centered and 
focused on Calvary. Every step 
His feet ever travelled was toward 
that green hill far away, outside 
those city walls. 

As a boy of twelve years, when 
asked His reason for tarrying in 
the temple where they found Him 
three days later confounding the 
learned, His reply was, “Wist Ye 
not that I must be about my Fa- 
ther’s business?’’ He was “bearing 
his cross” then. 

Throughout those long years in 
the carpenter shop there was not 
a single day that passed that He 
was not conscious of the presence 
of the cross. 

Not a single step did those hu- 
man legs ever take but they were 
bearing the weight of that cross. 

Every yoke that was hewn out 
in that carpenter shop would re- 
mind Him of another yoke to be 
worn. 

Every blow of the hammer re- 
echoed as other nails were to be 
driven through His hands instead 
of by His hands. 


Every task that was finished and 
delivered complete would look for- 
ward to His final completed task 
when He could say, “It is finished,” 
and deliver the Spirit back to God. 

In the initial announcement of 
His public ministry by His fore- 
runner, John, “Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin 
of the world,” that “cross” was 
very much in evidence for He was 
that “Lamb slain from the founda- 
tion of the world.” 


As He passed through those bap- 
tismal waters He was “bearing His 
cross,’”’ for even then He was de- 
picting His own death, burial and 
resurrection. 

When He was led into the wilder- 
ness to be tempted, and from a 
high mountain was offered the 
kingdoms of this world, He re- 
fused, realizing that the kingdoms 
of the world were yet to be His 
but by a vastly different and more 
difficult pathway than that of 
worshipping the devil, a pathway 
that led to another mountain, a 
mountain called Calvary. There 
He was “bearing His cross.” 

In His first recorded public mes- 
sage when back in His home town, 
Nazareth, in the synagogue on the 
Sabbath day, upon opening the 
scroll of the prophet Isaiah, He an- 
nounced the program of His min- 
istry and His anointing for that 
ministry and the complete course 
of His journey that was to lead to 
the fulfillment of that prophecy 
culminating at Calvary where “the 
gospel to the poor” is made pos- 
sible “and captives are set free” 
and “the acceptable year of the 
Lord” is proclaimed. 

In His first recorded miracle at 
a marriage feast in Cana of Gal- 
ilee when approached by His moth- 
er, He replied, ‘Woman, what have 
I to do with thee? Mine hour is 
not yet come.” His attention was 
centered upon a certain hour, the 
most important hour in all earthly 
history, the hour when God’s clock 
was to strike in awful judgment on 
sin. 

On the mount of transfiguration 
after Moses and Elijah who had 
been talking “of his decease” had 
disappeared in the cloud that had 


overshadowed them and they saw 
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no man save Jesus only, Jesus 
charged them to “Tell no man 
what things they had seen till the 
Son of man were risen from the 
dead.” His death was ever before 
Him. 

In all of His teaching He was 
continually “bearing His cross.” 
Listen to Him. 

“As Moseg lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up.” 

What was He thinking of then? 

“Except a corn of wheat fall in- 
to the ground and die, it abideth 
alone.” 

To what did He refer then? 

“I am that good shepherd: the 
good shepherd giveth his life for 
the sheep.” 

What was occupying His atten- 
tion ? 

“The Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister, and to give hig life a ransom 
for many.” 

His conversation was always 
Calvary-centered. He was always 
“bearing His cross.’ When in Mat- 
thew 16:21 Jesus revealed the fact 
“that He must go on to Jerusalem, 
and suffer many things of the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and be raised again 
the third day,”’ He was interrupted 
by impetuous Peter, “Be it far 
from thee, Lord.” The Lord’s quick 
rebuke was, “Get thee behind me, 
Satan; thou art an offence unto 
me: for thou savourest not of the 
things that be of God.” That was 
as much as to say, “Would you 
try to hinder me or rob me or 
oppose me or stop me from ac- 
complishing the very purpose for 
which I came into the world?” He 
was “bearing His cross’ then. 

When that dear mother came to 
Jesus with the request that her 
two sons be granted the privilege 
of being seated one on the right 
hand and one on the left when He 
would come into His kingdom, Je- 
sus, not rebuking or criticising her 
for selfish desire, said, ‘Mother, 
do you think your sons can drink 
the cup I’m to drink of or be bap- 
tized with the baptism I’m to be 
baptized with?” Calvary was ever 
before His eyes. 

When He sat at meat in the 
house of Simon the leper in Beth- 
any and there came a woman with 
an alabaster box of precious oint- 
ment and “poured it on his head,”’ 
and when those around began to 
criticize her for apparent waste, 
Jesus said, “Let her alone. She 
hath wrought a good work. For 
she hath anointed me for my 
burial.” His death was the center 
of His thinking. 

When gathered with the twelve 
in an upper room where for the 
last time He was to be present 
with all of them, He took the bread 
and brake it and poured out the 
cup, saying, “This is my body 
which is given for you: This is 
my blood of the New Testament, 
which is shed for the remission of 
sins.” The cross was very real to 
Him just then. . 

And with that statement, ‘The 
hour is come” and His feet were 
turned toward Calyary, we see His 
body (so weakened by long hours 
of abuse that had been hurled 
against it) falling under the bur- 
den of that cross and all that it 
meant, but with His soul pressing 
up and up, on and on, amid scoff- 
ing and scourging, through spitting 
and spiking, His head crowned 
with thorns, His hands and feet 
fastened to a tree, cruelly tortured 
by men, forsaken by God, He kets 
fall from His lips that shout of 
eternal victory “It is finished, sal- 
vation “is accomplished, I’ve paid 
the price. Redemption is now pos- 
sible for all mankind.” 

That’s what “bearing his cross” 
meant to Jesus Christ. For in 
bearing that cross He was bearing 
what that cross meant, burden and 
condemnation. He was “bearing the 
sins of the world,” your sins and 
my sins. 


Man of sorrows, what a name, 
For the Son of God who came 
Ruined sinners to reclaim: 
Hallelujah, what a Saviour! 


Bearing shame and scoffing 
rude, 

In my place, condemned He 
stood; 

Sealed my pardon with His 
blood 


Hallelujah, what a Saviour! 


And He “bearing his cross’ went 
forth. Bearing HIS cross? What 
do we mean by “bearing HIS 
cross?” In what possible way could 
it be considered “HIS cross?” Why 


should it be “HIS?” What evil had 
He done? He was not guilty of 
sin. He was not worthy of death. 
Little did those scoffers on Cal- 
vary’s hill that day realize the 
tremendous truth they were utter- 
ing when in supposed ridicule they 
said, “He saved others, himself he 
cannot save.” Very true. .He could 
not save both self and others. It 
must be either self or others. So 
He chose others. It was only “HIS” 
cross in the sense that He was 
bearing it voluntarily for me, for 
you. It was only HIS cross as He 
took my place and your place. It 
was only HIS cross as my sub- 
stitute, your substitute. That was 
my just desert, my penalty, my 
condemnation. That was your just 
desert, your penalty and your con- 
demnation. 


“He was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities; the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we 
are healed. All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all.” 


That is grace gospel. 


Oh, the love that drew salva- 

tion’s plan. 

Oh, the grace that brought it 

down to man. 

Oh, the gulf that God did span, 

At Calvary. : 

That, my friend, is what “bear- 
ing his cross” meant for Jesus 
Christ. I’m wondering what it has 
meant for you? Or maybe I should 
say, What dces it mean to you 
now?

the so-called “social gospel” out of 
proportion, we believe. But Dr. 
Dawson has so clearly aligned him- 
self with the modernists, repeated- 
ly, in the past that in our humble 
Opinion, fundamentally - sound 
brethren should not endorse his 
false doctrine by having him on 


‘the program. Only last September, 


in a book review in the Dallas 
News, Dr. Dawson lauded Harry 
Emerson Fosdick as the “most in- 
fluential pulpiteer in Christendom 
today.” “A scholar, he is possessed 
of extraordinary spiritual insight, 
unusual clarity of utterance, and 
he has unsurpassed moral cour- 
age,”’ Dr. Dawson said. Then in 
the review Dr. Dawson particular- 
ly endorses the gospel which Dr. 
Fosdick believes and preaches and 
praises what he calls “this adapta- 
tion to the demands of the new 
day.” In that review Dr. Dawson 
said, “The traditional minded fun- 
damentalist, who parrots his in- 
cessant prattle against the clear- 
visioned preacher who enunciates 
the social applications of the gos- 
pel, is perpetually baffled by such 
a minister as Fosdick.” Then Dr. 
Dawson in that book review last 
September in the Dallas News, 
slurs what he calls lopsidedness ‘‘as 
certain Fundamentalists are of the 
personal regeneration side.” 


I do not believe it is lopsided- 
ness to emphasize personal re- 
generation as against the so-called 
“social gospel” of Harry Emerson 
Fosdick. I do not believe that 
sound Texas Baptists should put 
any man on their program who 
slanders those who emphasize per- 
sonal regeneration, despises Funda- 
mentalists (those who insist on 
the great fundamentals of the faith 
like Dr. W. B. Riley, Moody, Bible 
Institute, the Sunday School Times, 
Dr. William Pettingill, R. A. Tor- 
rey, D. L. Moody, J. Wilbur Chap- 
man and such men). 


I heard Dr. J. M. Dawson’s ad- 
dress at Beaumont in 1929 in 
which he denied the scientific. ac- 
curacy of the Bible, denied the ver- 
bal inspiration of the Scriptures, 
declared that Sodom and Gomorrah 
were destroyed by natural causes 
like an explosion of gas or the 
burning of an oil well instead of 
by supernatural fire from Heaven 
as the Scripture said.

did not approve and did not have 
part in entertaining the young doc- 
tors in this dance. We likewise 
feel that some students surely 
would not agree to and attend a 
dance. It is possible that the dance 
was only a-part of a program, and 
that many did not take part in 
the dance. In any case, it is our 
opinion that great harm was done 
to the cause of Christ by the wide- 
spread publication of such news 
items, showing that Christians, or 
at least those who are taking ad- 
vantage of a so-called Christian 
education, live like the rest of the 
world and give, attend, or endorse 
an unholy and wicked modern 
dance. 

If the newspaper reports were 
wrong, we hope our friends at Bay- 
lor will see that they are corrected. 
If the reports are correct, then we 
hope that our friends at Baylor 
will correct the conditions that 
make possible a public dance in the 
name of a Baptist university. 

We love our Baptist brethren. 
We believe that Baptist preachers 
generally feel just as we do about 
this. I am certain that the most 
spiritual among common Baptist 
people everywhere would agree 
with this editor. 

I speak as kindly as possible be- 
cause I feel I must. First, as a 
preacher of the gospel, I must be 
against sin and must say so with- 
out compromise. I must warn peo- 
ple of the dangers of sin, and the 


tors of cultured churches refused to 
revive it. Dr. Dawson does not be- 
lieve what fundamentally - sound 
Texas Baptist preachers believe. He 
ought not to be on their program. 
He ought not to be pastor of a 
large percentage of the faculty and 
student body of Baylor University. 
Any man who endorses the gospel 
of Harry Emerson Fosdick and 
thinks it is lopsidedness to empha- 
size personal regeneration, any 
man who does not believe in the 
scientific accuracy of the Bible and 
the verbal inspiration of the Bible 
is not a safe leader in an Evange- 
listic Conference. We say this with- 
out malice but as an earnest warn- 
ing, as in good conscience we must 
do. 

The other thing we did not like 
in the Bible Conference and feel 
was hurtful was the widespread 
advertisement and sale of books 
by leaders in the Federal Council 
of Churches, many of whom are 
modernists and deny the very es- 
sentials of the Christian faith. Of 
course most of the Texas Baptist 
preachers were not accountable for 
that. However, the Baptist denom- 
ination should cease sponsoring the 
sale of books by modernists. I 
bought at the Baptist Book Store 
some years ago the book of ser- 
mons by Fosdick, The Hope of the 
World, including the sermon on 
“The Peril of Worshipping Jesus’’ 
in which Dr. Fosdick declares that 
Christ is divine only in the sense 
that Fosdick’s mother was divine 
and declared that Jesus was not 
to be worshipped as God but to be 
simply followed as an example. We 
believe that the evangelistic con- 
ference did great good. We hope 
that God will bless it. But we earn- 
estly believe that Gcd will raise 
up brethren to stand against the 
encroachments of those who do 
not believe all the Bible as South- 
ern Baptists have always believed 
it in the past. Southern Baptists 
are our friends. As a group they 
probably are the largest body of 
orthodox, sound Christians in the 
entire country. God has richly 
blessed them in many, many ways. 
They are no sounder Christians in 
the world as a whole, we believe, 
than the vast majority of Texas 
Baptists and Southern Baptists. 
But any amount of modernism is 
too much and we are compelled to 
go on record against it. These 
words are meant in earnest Chris- 
tian love. Dr. J. B. Cranfill of 
Dallas, long known and loved, has 
written far more ably than I can 
on the question of Dr. Dawson’s 
modernism in the Westerm Record- 
er of recent date, and we know that 
most Texas Baptists feel as Dr. 
Cranfill does, and as I do.

But when the faculty as 
a whole, or the alumni body as a 
whole, or the senior class as a 
whole attend or give a dance, then 
Christian people everywhere should 
protest earnestly and in Jesus’ 
name. The editor and the church 
of which he is pastor, do net af- 
filiate with the Texas Baptist Con- 
vention, though we earnestly desire 
the fellowship and love of sound 
Baptists and good Christians ev- 
erywhere. We feel sure that those 
who truly love the Lord would not 
wish us to remain silent on such an 
issue, and we know our Lord would 
not. Let all true Christians come 
out and be separate from the world 
and its sinful amusements, to 
please the Christ who died for us 
all.
